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HOUND SHOWS 

In October, 1903 the Brunswick Fur Club (later called the 
Brunswick Foxhound Club) held its 15th Annual Field Trials at 
Barre, Mass., the Derby event being won by Thomas Hitchcock with 
Maid (Morris ex Nela) and the Championship by E. H. Walker with 
his bitch Ailsie (Black Joe ex Charmer). At the same time the Club 
held what is generally credited with being the first bench show in 
this country exclusively for foxhounds. Winner of the stallion class 
was General Roger D. Williams’ Banker, a cross bred hound out of 
an American bitch and by imported Admiral from the Quorn. The 
first National Hound show in America, according to a letter written 
by A. Henry Higginson and published in “Horse and Horsemen’”’ 
(July, 1938), was given under the auspices of the Middlesex Hunt on 
May 24, 1906 in a specially constructed show yard at South Lincoln, 
Mass. 

The Bryn Mawr Hound show which, like Peterborough in Eng- 
land, is our premier show, was instituted in 1914. Its 35th renewal 
will be held on the grounds of the Rose Tree Fox Hunting Club on 
September 9th. Our only indoor show was held in January at the 
Riding Club, New York, beginning in 1925; unfortunately it was 
given up during World War II. So was the show of American hounds 
of the Virginia Foxhound Club, begun at Montpelier near Orange, 
Va., the estate of Mrs. Marion duPont Scott, in 1935. Happily this 
was revived with immense success on August 27th of this year. Post 
war shows, now going strong, are the Litchfield (Conn.) show in July, 
also for American hounds, and the Canadian Foxhound Show in 
March for English hounds, which were begun in 1950 and 1954 re- 
spectively. 

What have these shows done for hounds and hunting in this 
country? First of all they have made us adopt standards of confor- 
mation. Volume II of the Foxhound Stud Book, published by the 
National Foxhunters’ Association in 1904, the year after the Barre 
show, contains a section headed “The American Foxhound, Type and 
Standard, Adopted by the National Foxhunters’ Association and 
Brunswick Fur Club.” To-day at Bryn Mawr we have standards for 
American and Penn-Marydel hounds as fixed by the American Fox- 
hound Club; for beagles by the National Beagle Club; for English 
hounds in accordance with the standards used in England. The cross- 
bred hounds follow the English standard. 

Dog shows as a whole have been severely criticised, from time 
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to time, for developing standards 
which tend to destroy, rather than 
promote, the working qualities of 
the- various breeds. The same 
criticism was leveled at the stand- 
ard for English hounds prevalent 
at Peterborough some 40 or 50 
years ago on the ground that they 
knuckled over and were unsound 
in the forelegs, and were much 
too big for practical use. To-day 
standards both here and abroad 
seem to be moving toward the 
same goal of a medium sized, 
quality hound. In fact the require- 
ments for entry in the English 
Stud Book have been very con- 
siderably relaxed this year. 


We should never be afraid to 
revise our standards in the light 
of changing conditions in the 
hunting field, however. For in- 
stance the American Foxhound 
Club provides a minimum height 
for dog hounds of 23 inches and 
for bitches of 21 inches, Due to 
the great increase in woven wire 
in this country and the necessity 
for small hounds which can get 
through it, a number of our packs 
are now hunting hounds under 
these minimums. 


On the practical side the 
gathering together of hounds 
from many packs provides an in- 
dispensable opportunity for 
hound breeders to compare their 
own with the best; to modify their 
breeding programs accordingly; 
to note the stud hounds in other 
packs to which they may wish to 
breed; to improve their techni- 
ques in preparing and showing 
hounds; and to exchange infor- 
mation about every subject con- 
nected with foxhunting. 


One more practical note. We 
think Mr. Higginson had the right 
idea when he selected the month 
of May for his show in 1906. The 
present July, August and Septem- 
ber dates of Litchfield, Montpel- 
ier and Bryn Mawr make it diffi- 
cult for many of the smaller packs 
to show because their limited 
staffs are fully occupied with pre- 
parations for the coming season. 
Why not have the three follow 
the Canadian show at regular in- 
tervals in late April and May 
when hunt staffs are not other- 
wise busy and hounds would be 
without the surplus flesh with 
which they often appear during 
the late summer? Such a change 
should make for better shows.

doubtable victories including two Re- 
serve Championships. 

July 20th., 1955 saw the 67th. annual 
Foxhound Show at the Cathedral City, 
and the Show’s continuing popularity 
was proved by the fact that this year 
there were more packs exhibiting than 
at any time since 1950, whilst several 
newcomers competed, some coming from 
a considerable distance. 


Twenty packs brought doghounds, and ° 


these were judged by Lt. Col. Sir Wat- 
kin Williams-Wynn, Bart., (M. F. H. of 
the Flint and Denbigh Hounds in North 
Wales) and Major Gerald Gundry, (Joint- 
Master of the Duke of Beaufort’s 
Hounds). These two judges could hardly 
be called a “well-matched couple” for 
make and shape, the former being short 
and square, and the latter tall and very 
thin; but their views seemed to be in 
complete agreement and the judging 
proceeded smoothly and consistently. 
The Novice class for doghounds open- 
ed the Show. The ring steward, Major 
the Hon. Bernard Brassey, announced 
the first competitor and Will Garratt 
(the Kennel-huntsman) from the Old 
Berks. entered the arena with his whip- 
per-in and a young tan-coated doghound. 
The packs exhibit in alphabetical order 
and it must be something of an ordeal 
to be number one on the list! Joint-Mas- 
ter of the Old Berks. is that distinguish- 
ed ex-hurdler, Lord Burghley, who was 
among the ringside spectators. Ten 
packs competed in Class 1; these were 
all showing unentered hounds from 
packs which had not won a first prize 
at Peterborough since 1939, and includ- 
ed in their number the Co. Limerick’s 
representative, Somerset, a tan dog by 
Quorn Raglan ’47, which won the Peter- 
borough Championship in 1947 as an 
unentered dog. Somerset himself was 
placed first in his class and later went 
on to contest the Championship, in which 
he was placed Reserve. Two weeks pre- 
viously he had won his class at the 
“Trish Peterborough” of Clonmel, The 
Hambledon, from Hampshire, won the 
second prize rosette with Trouncer, a 
“red”, white-faced dog whose male des- 
cent is from Brecon Paragon ’23. This 
began a series of winners whose ances- 
try traces back to this famous hound 
from Wales. The doghound champion- 
ship and the winner of the coveted 
“Special prize’ of the late Captain 
Thompson’s hunting horn (for the best 
single unentered hound) both come of 
this male line, in addition to almost 


50% of the first prize-winners; whilst it 
is interesting to note that more than 
half the Post-War doghound champions 
at Peterborough are also descended in 
direct tail-male from this influential 
sire. The closing of the English Fox- 
hound Kennel Stud-Book a few years 
earlier than this actually took place (in 
1928) would have virtually banned this 
superlative blood, which has proved it- 
self again and again. The “re-opening” 
of the Stud-Book this year to a limited 
degree is decidedly a very long step in 
the right direction. 

There were ten unentered couples 
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showing in Class II. Here the Percy won 
the first of a succession of triumphs 
with Patron and Paladin, the former a 
compact dark-coated, white-fronted dog 
which subsequently won the Special 
Prize for the best young doghound in 
the class. His sire, Old Berks. Comrade 
*49, has been an outstanding success in 
the Percy Kennel, which is situated in 
Northumberland and whose Master is 
the tenth Duke of that county. Fred 
Kinch, who is almost an institution as 
huntsman after twenty-two years at Aln- 
wick, was obviously very proud of his 
beloved hounds and when each fresh suc- 
cess was announced the winners were 
given a special pat and caress of appre- 
ciation. Three first prize red rosettes 
graced his coat-sleeve before the end 
of the show. The Puckeridge had a nice 
light-coloured couple of brothers who 
gained second prize, and one of these, 
Plunder, a lemon and white dog, with 
well-sprung ribs and admirable symme- 
try, was runner-up for the Special prize. 
A couple of handsome young doghounds 
from the South and West Wilts. were 
placed third; they were less well-match- 
ed, though individually good-looking; in- 
deed one of them, Tatler, was the cham- 
pion Doghound at Aldershot in May. 
After the judging for the Special

Litchfield County Hound Show 





Over ninety American Foxhounds and 
puppies from nine different packs made 
the fourth annual Litchfield County 
Hound Show the biggest and the best to 
date. The Show, as usual, was held at the 
home of Mr. and Mrs. Sherman Post 
Haight in Litchfield, Conn., and was un 
der the auspices of The American Fox 


hound Club, and the Masters of Fox- 
hounds Association. Messrs. Fletcher 
Harper and Wilbur Ross Hubbard 
judged 


This year, not only was the quantity 
there, but also the quality. As one exhi 
biting MFH put it while leading the ap 
ple of his eye to the gate, “Sure, I bred 
better hounds this year but so did 
everybody else.” 

The first class, “Single Unentered Dog 
Hound” proved an auspicious one, its 
winner being Essex Fireman. Some six 
hours and fifteen classes later, Fireman 
was to emerge “Best of Show” over his 
litter sister, Essex Frolic. 

The class for “Single Entered Dog 
Hound” saw last year’s champion, Essex 
Federal, dethroned early by the likeable 
Millbrook Dusty. In fact, it wasn’t “Older 
stallion 


Hounds Day” at all. In the 
Hound class, two other former cham- 
pions, Rombout Tom and Middlebury 


Hornet, were topped. 

The puppy class, always a favorite 
with the spectators, was as usual loaded 
with slapstick comedy. The children, 
all under fourteen, seldom wanted to go 
where the puppies did, and alternated 
between cajolery, pleading, and force 
to persuade their young charges that the 
exciting smells and sights at the edge 
of the ring should be left for another 
day. The entrants were judged on the 
manner in which they manhandled their 
puppies and on the puppy’s condition, 
and the winner, Master William Kay III, 
proved as adept as his amateur hunts- 
man father is at getting the most from 
a Rombout hound. 

An exhibition by Mr. and Mrs. Morgan 
Wing of the Sandanona Beagles of Mill- 
brook, N. Y. proved a most pleasant in- 
terlude between “in-the-ring classes”’. 
The sprightly little hounds’ seeming im- 
munity to the heat made this correspon- 
dent, for one, quite envious.

sy, unentered, Essex Frolic. 

Frolic, however, proved no match for 
her stylish litter brother, Fireman, when 
led in for “Best of Show”. The dog 
hound showed very gayly, as if just step- 
ping out for an 8 AM roading. His con- 
tormation, as well as his way of going, 
was more to the judges’ liking, Fireman 
having better substance than his sister, 
He seemed as happy over his champion- 
ship trophy as Buster Chadwell, the Es- 
sex Huntsman, who handled him 
throughout the show. 

The pack class was held on the length- 
ening shadows with which the late af- 
ternoon sun decorated the Haight’s at- 
tractive lawn. It was a very close class, 
the main contenders being the precision- 
like, yet gay going Millbrook pack, and 
the extremely well matched, level group 
from Essex. The red and whites of Essex 
were given the nod by the judges and 
Gilbert Mather Esq., Pres. of the MFH 
Association, heaped Buster Chadwell 
with another piece of silver, the Masters 
of Foxhounds Challenge Cup for Best 
Five Couples of American Hounds. 

This correspondent fervently hoped 
that Essex would have to leave a hound 
or two behind in order to take home all 
their loot. But a hint that Litchfield 
would take good care of Essex Target, 
sire of Fireman and Frolic, brought only 
blank stares. Maybe next year.

Prize the important class for two couple 
of doghounds entered the ring. This is 
a perfect example of uniformity and 
four perfect individuals, if not a good 
match. would inevitably fail to gain a 
place. 

Everyone was delighted to see the 
Pytchley hounds at Peterborough again 
after four years’ absence, and to enjoy 
the inimitable showmanship of their 
popular huntsman, Stanley Barker, in 
the claret-coloured coat which has long 
been the Pytchley’s livery. Their two 
couple of active first-season doghounds 
looked a menace to the foxes of North- 
amptonshire and it was good to see them 
awarded the red rosette. A fine quartet 
from the W. Norfolk, all by the Mas- 
ter’s favourite home-bred Trident ’52, 
came second; gaily coloured, strong dogs 
who should soon be leading the way 
across this ancient country, whose Hunt 
was founded four hundred years ago, 
and whose long history can boast the 
support of Royalty for many years past, 
including Her Majesty, Queen Elizabeth 
Il. Incidentally, Prince Charles attended 
a Meet of the W. Norfolk last season, 
and enjoyed himself enormously perched 
upon the Master’s horse and making a 
valiant effort to blow his hunting horn!

Judges Fletcher Harper and Wilbur Hubbard seemed fo enjoy the puppy class as 





shown by Percy Durno, the kennel-hunts- 
man, in his green Heythrop coat which 
dates from the time when the Dukes of 
Beaufort hunted this country, centuries 
back in history. Another second-season 
sire, Postman °53 from the Hampshire 
Hunt, was a good second. This is a well- 
coupled, short-backed dog who came in 
for a good deal of admiration and is cer- 
tainly a hound to bear in mind. He is a 
smallish light coated dog with pale tan 
markings; his tail male, through South 
and West Wilts: Prattler °48, traces to 
the celebrated Heythrop Chorister ’06. 
As an unentered hound he won the 
Championship at Aldershot Foxhound 
Show. The tricolour Friar ’53 a good- 
looking dog from the Portman was 
third. His forefoot was bitten by a fox 
during his first season which resulted 
in two injured toes; this however, does 
not interfere with his activities, and he 
never missed a single day’s hunting last 
season. A sharp looking Quorn dog, 
Ringwood ’51, was Reserve. 


When the Championship came to be 
judged Heythrop Harper’s victory ap- 
peared a foregone conclusion. The lady 
Joint-Master of the Heythrop’s triumvi- 
rate remarked that she would choke 
with excitement if he won; and win he 
did, being awarded the Duke of Beau- 


fort’s Challenge Cup, won last year by 
the Duke himself with his famous Dis- 


much as the spectators. 


The Puckeridge entry came Third; I 
liked the way in which one of this num- 
ber, after searching the ringside faces, 
at length came upon his Joint-Masters, 
the Barclays, pere et fils, and gave them 
a brief but joyous greeting before re- 
turning to his huntsman! Reserve were 
the matchy two couple from the Catti- 
stock in Dorset. 

There were eleven packs exhibiting 
Stallion Hounds, and in this class Hey- 
throp Harper °53 was outstanding. This 
very handsome foxhound has been men- 
tioned more than once in the pages of 
the Chronicle; a rare dog in both looks 
and (what is still more important) work. 
He is very hard to fault, with his fine 
neck and shoulder, strong quarters — 
inherited from his sire, Portman Love- 
lock ’47 — and well-muscled hind leg. 
In colour he is a rich tan, black and 
white with attractive blue-ticking. One 
never catches him standing wrong and 
in addition to all this he looks every 
inch a gentleman. He was beautifully 


taff °52. who is now, incidentally, a 
triple Champion, having since won at 
both Honiton and Harrogate. 

It is very creditable that in their sec- 
ond visit only to Peterborough during a 
long history of 120 years, the Heythrop 
should have attained this unparalleled 
honour. Runner-up was the smart young 
dog from Co. Limerick, Somerset, a son 
of Quorn Raglan who, it was remarked, 
“certainly stamps them”. There is, it 
may be noted, a line of “Welsh Cross” 
in Raglan, who traces to Sir Edward 
Curre’s Lounger ’26, and it is interest- 
ing to find the eminently successful in- 
troduction into the Belvoir and modern 
Limerick kennels, both of which former- 
ly eschewed any suspicion of “Welsh”. 

Raglan has been used by a dozen ken- 
nels in all, including the Duke of Buc- 
cleuch’s, Bicester, Burton, Blankney, and 
Albrighton. The Co. Limerick might well 
be termed the “Belvoir of Ireland”. For 
many years now the Master, Lord Dares- 
bury, a former Belvoir M. F. H., has had 
surplus whelps from the Belvoir Kennel 
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flown over by aeroplane to be reared at 
Limerick. 

The afternoon judging commenced at 
2:30 with a fresh pair of judges, Major 
H. R. Trotter, (Master of the Berwick- 
shire in Scotland), and the Cotswold M. 
F. H., Sir Hugh Arbuthnot, Bart. Both 
these Masters hunt hounds themselves. 
In the Novice Class for bitches the Co 
Limerick repeated its initial success and 
gained first prize with Rigid, another of 
Quorn Raglan’s progeny; a tan white- 
fronted bitch typical of this kennels 
selection, which were all cast in the 
same mould and were a very uniform 
lot of hounds. S. Oxfordshire Notion, a 
nice-looking tan bitch who was Cham- 
pion at this year’s Aldershot Show, was 
awarded second, with Cattistock and 
Avon Vale third and fourth respectively. 

The unentered couples class was a 
strong one, and no fewer than fifteen 
couples entered the ring for the final 
judging. The Percy, who had won the 
corresponding class for doghounds earli- 
er, were again the winners with a couple 
of dark tan bitches by Old Berks. Com- 
rade ’49, who has been of great benefit 
to this kennel. His male line is, be it 
said, Brecon Paragon ’23! The well- 
matched sisters from the S. Oxfordshire 
Notion and Norah, came second; with a 
lively-looking couple of old-fashioned 
grey badger-pyes from the Heythrop 
third. Co. Limerick’s Rigid with her 
partner, Vainly, also by Quorn Raglan 
“oe reserve. 

e Special Prize for best sin 
hound in this class went to an ps 
from the Portman, Primula, by their 
well-known sire, Playfair ’51. She and 
her companion were turned out early 
in the couples’ judging, but evidently 
gained a good individual mark. She was 
undeniably a_ beautiful bitch, tan in 
colour with a little tan mottle; very alert 
and sharp in appearance and with that 
wonderful quality which one usually 
finds in the Portman kennel. : 
_ A galaxy of glamour came before the 
judges for the two couples class for en- 
terol bitches, and the Judgement of 
Paris must have been a mere trifle in 
comparison with the task of the two 
M. F. H.’s. Eventually the choice was 
narrowed down to three light-coloured 
quartettes and the tan - coated ladies 
from the Puckeridge. The Portman en- 
try was white; very striking and beauti- 
fully matched with such quality and 
charm, all standing on the best of legs 
and feet. All were first-season save for 
Artless 53, one of the heroines of a not- 
able occasion last season when, hunting 
during the frost, the pack divided and 
the three sisters, Artless, Artful and Ar- 
dent went on alone with their hunted 
fox and accounted for him unaided. 

The Heythrop entry, all very light 
lemon in colour, were less matchy as a 
whole and these were placed second to 
the Portman; with four level tan bitch. 
es from the Puckeridge third 

When the Brood Bitches’ turn came a 
dozen matrons entered the arena, includ- 
ing the winner of the Harrogate Cham- 
pionship the previous week. This was 
Percy Prudence ’52, by Meynell Postboy 
46, a good type of strong backed bitch 
with depths and heartroom, to whom 
the judges again awarded a First. The 
Puckeridge brought their nice tan and 
white Arrogant ’52, a good free mover 
with well-placed elbows, who came into 
2nd place. 

The Earl Fitzwilliam’s Challenge Cup 
was contended for by hounds from a 
number of packs, the judges finally 
eliminating the competitors to Portman 
Planet ’54, one of their entered two 
couples, and Co. Limerick Seamstress 
52, one of the Irish quartette. Curiously

There was a big turn out at Clonmel 
Beagle Show on July 2lst. during the 
two-day annual Clonmel Horse Show. 
The following eight packs competed: 
Corduff (County Dublin), Curragh Com- 
mand Foot (Curragh Camp, County Kil- 
dare), Holy-Cross (County Tipperary), 
Oakfield (Counties Limerick and Clare), 
Midleton (County Cork), Cashel (County 
Tipperary), Wellfort (County Galway), 
and the County Waterford Beagles.

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Genesee Valley Breeders 
Association To Celebrate 
40th Anniversary Show

This year, in September, the Genesee 
Valley Breeders’ Association shall run 
its 40th consecutive horse show. Through 
three major wars, through a so-called 

‘golden” era for horse buying and then 
barely through the bleak, lean years of 
the depression, this breeders show has 
kept going without a break. This is a 
unique past for any horse show, espe- 
cially a show for breeding stock. 

The formation of the Association came 
first, the show was brought about sec- 
ond. Just prior to World War I there 
was a tremendous demand for hunters 
— the half-bred variety. Horses were 
imported from Canada but still the sup- 
ply was simply not there. So Mrs. Her- 
bert Wadsworth, a prominent horse- 
woman in the Genesee Valley, called a 
meeting of the local farmers with the 
formation of the Genesee Valley Breed- 
ers’ Association in mind. She would sup- 
ply mares if the farmers agreed to take 
good care of them and raise an offspring 
for sale. The mares could be bred by 
stallions at her estate in Avon or in 
nearby Geneseo. This seemed profitable 
so the Association was formed in that 
Spring of 1915. Mrs. Wadsworth was 
elected president, Colonel William Shiv 
erick secretary-treasurer and the board 
of directors included James Anderson, 
Thomas H. Clements and F. Hovey all 
of Avon. The first colt show was held 
in the autumn of 1915 at its present site 
at the Avon Springs Downs (then known 
as the Fair Grounds) What a conglomera 
tion of horses entered the ring the first 
time — great huge draft horses, light 
small driving mares, more often a com- 
bination of the two and an occasional 
Thoroughbred. In 1919 a Spring show 
for yearlings was started and became a 
talked-about annual event and attracted 
many buyers but was discontinued in 
1932. As another offspring of the Asso 
ciation, Lookover Stallion Station was 
created built by Mrs. Wadsworth but 
stocked by The Jockey Club. Six stal- 
lions were sent there the first years 
and then the horse boom in the Valley 
got even bigger. In 1928 there were 351 
broodmares in the Valley. By then the 
general picture had changed to a more 
or less half-bred type but the great 
number of mares and their offspring 
made the classes at the show very large 
and unwieldy. 

In 1929 the economic ax fell and brood 
mares were a dime a dozen. Many drop- 
ped out of the organization, the horse 
business was at its lowest ebb. The bet- 
ter breeders culled out their mares, 
bred the best and discarded the rest. 
The show that year was small but it 
was held. In 1930 Mrs. Wadsworth was 
ill and asked Craig Wadsworth to reor- 
ganize the thing, he did so in an amaz- 
ingly short time. Mr. Edward Mulligan 





was elected president and the associa- 
tion began a drive for increased breed- 
ing so in 1934 the members of the group 
had 127 mares. These mares were an 
entirely different type of the Valley 
mare of old — most of them were Thor- 
oughbreds or very nearly so. This change 
was reflected in the shows, the quality 
was unbalancing the quantity. A much 
more desirable balance for the buyers. 
Since then there has been a steady in- 
crease of the Thoroughbred mare, last 
year there were twice as many Thor- 
oughbred broodmares as Half - breds. 
There are other major changes as well 
today when entries for the stallion class 
are called into the ring, 15 royally bred 
horses are exhibited. A big change from 
six. Today with a few exceptions the 
show is open to New York State resi- 
dents instead of just Association mem- 
bers, but the original element of the 
show is still the same — and is the de- 
sire to breed better horses every year. 
oO 





Hamburg Jumping And 
Dressage Derbies 


Immediately after the Aachen world 
championship the Hamburg Jumping 
Derby took place, so that many of the 
foreign competitors decided to stay in 
Germany and went to Hamburg from 
Aachen, among them M. d’Oriola and 
Sen. Goyoaga. Besides the Coaching 
Derby, introduced after the war, a Dress- 
age Derby was held for the first time. 

Because of the many entries only 
horses which had won a class S jumping 
competition during the past 2 years or 
which had been placed in the Derby be- 


lo 


fore and those who qualified during 3 
elimination competitions in Hamburg 
were admitted to the actual Derby on 
Sunday July 17th. 


Only 46 horses competed. This com- 
petition, held this year for the 27th 
time, is over a long and very tough hunt- 
ing type course, requiring a lot of stam- 
ina of the horses. 

As usual there were a lot of competi- 
tors eliminated due to refusals. After 
the first division was through it looked 
as if there would be no clear round and 
that there would have to be a jump-off 
among the few competitors with only 4 
faults. It was only towards the end of 
the second division that Herr Winkler 
went round the course in a brilliant 
manner on Halla, the horse on which he 
won twice the Jumping World Champion- 
ship, and won with the only clear round. 
This was the first time that Herr Wink- 
ler has won the Jumping Derby, toget- 
her the Aachen Grand Prix the most 
coveted jumping trophies in Germany. 
Second with 4 faults came Herr von 
Buchwaldt on Tabitha, a horse which he 
brought out only this season and which 
might well be a worthy successor to the 
famous Jaspis. Herr Lammerich, last 
year’s second, finished third on Nemo— 
in front of Herr Winkler’s Skala and 
Herr Gunther’s Sonnenglanz. M. d’Orio- 
la’s Ali Baba came 6th. Last year’s win- 
ner Herr Tiedemann was in splendid 
form throughout the elimination classes 
but, riding Meteor, was only in 7th place. 

Dressage Derby 

Last year the German representative 
to the FEI proposed to introduce an an- 
nual Dressage World’s Championship on 
lines similar to the jumping champion-

hip i. e. the 4 riders who qualified for 
the final competition would have to ride 
the horses of their opponents. It was 
then decided to leave the matter for the 
time being until various countries had 
gathered more experience. In Germany 
the Dressage Derby was the first com- 
petition of this kind. 3 riders, the Herren 
Schultheiss, Klimke and Brokat, had 
qualified for the final with their horses 
Thyra, Aar and Brokat. As it turned out 
Brokat and Aar went far better for Herr 
Schultheiss then for their usual riders 
Herr Schultheiss thus won with a good 
lead in front of Herr Klimke and Herr 
Boldt. Everyone present agreed that 
this experiment was a successful one. 





Second German 3-Day 
Event Of The Year In 
Norten-Hardenberg

The second of this year’s 3 Olympic 
horse trials took place in Norten-Harden- 
berg in June 

For the dressage part the new FEI 
test were used. This test has been much 
criticized in Germany as well as abroad, 
as it requires some movements which 
are regarded as unnatural and impossi- 
ble for the normal horse. Leading after 
the first day was Herr O. Rothe on the 
52 individual gold medal winner Huber- 
tus with 80, 67 in front of Herr A. Lutge- 
Westhues on Schwalge (-81, 33), a well- 
known showjumper and dressage horse 
which also does normal farm work. 

The obstacles of the cross country 
course were those one normally finds 
when out hunting and seemed simple 


as compared with those last year in 
Basle and recently at the European 
Horse Trials at Windsor. Nevertheless 


the cross country phase required a lot 
of stamina from the horses as it went 
over a very hilly country and the Trials 
took place under the burning sun, Rid- 
ing his Hubertus in a truly superb man- 


ner Herr Rothe increased his lead of 
the first day collecting 66, 30 bonus 
points although he went deliberately 


slow over the steeplechase course, there- 
fore getting, 1, 20 penalty marks. Sec- 
ond best performance on the second day 
was that of the young rider Herr Schrid- 
de on Sissi 

12 out of 14 horses got safely through 
the Trials; 8 of the remaining 12 horses 
had a clear round on the last day, in- 
cluding Herr Rothe’s Hubertus who thus 
won the competition. As Herr Schridde’s 
Sissi knocked one fence down collect- 
ing 12 minus points Herr-Lutge-Westhus 
Schwalbe came second 

Unfortunately not all of the better 
German 3 day event horses competed. 
But it seems, that the old veterans like 
Hubertus, Trux, Sixtus and Fockdra are 
still in their form of the last olympic 
games and are most likely to be includ 
ed in next year’s team. 

Altogether the Olympic Committee 
has a sufficient number of horses to 
choose from for next year’s Olympic 
Games. although on the whole they are 


not up to the standard of the British 
opponents 
The German horses are a safe bet, 


even over a tough cross country course. 
They are only lacking in speed. The 


British lead in this respect can hardly 
be caught up with at Stockholm, espe- 
cially as the likely horses for the team 
are over 10 years old, but as these horse

Then we came to the first big compe 
tition. the Queen Elizabeth II Cup for 
women riders. The holder. Mme Savon 
whom we know better as Jose Bonnaud) 
was there with Charleston: she with 
Mme Natalie Perrone of Italy, with Vol 
tigeur. were the only foreign challeng 
ers ind both were out of torm com 
pared with our voung ladies. So the 
issue was whether Pat Smythe would 
be able to beat the Dawn Palethorpe 


Earlsrath Rambler combination. Pat 
Smythe chose Prince Hal, but he refused 
at the 9th fence and tipped his rider 
threequarter way out of the saddle 
She made valiant attempts to regain her 
balance before a tense and sympathetic 
crowd: Prince Hal helved to the best of 
his ability by standing like a rock and 
taking a puzzled interest in her efforts, 
but gravity had its way. and she was 
out of the running. After that Earlsrath 
Rambler dominated the scene, the only 
near challengers being the evergreen 
Nobbler (Mrs. Mary Marshall) and Efore- 
giot (Miss S. Whitehead). Dawn Pale- 
thorpe thus joined her sister, Jill, in 
the list of winners of this cup. Later on 
that evening Pat Smythe and Mr. Robert 
Hanson’s Flanagan won the Imperial 
Cup (timed Table A) from Doria (Capt 
de Fombelle) of France. On Wednesday 
afternoon Dawn Palethorpe and Earls 
rath Rambler won the Country Life Cup 
(Table A with one timed barrage), by 
truly brilliant riding, which showed the 
value of her recent experience abroad 
After the excitements of last year the 
contest for the King George V Cup was 
disappointing. The course was uninspir 
ing though it proved more difficult 
than it looked and the jumping gen 
erally undistinguished for a classic in 


ternational competition. There were 5 
clear rounds out of 22 starters: The 
Monarch (P. Robeson, G. B.), Red Ad- 


miral (A. Oliver, G. B.), Merano (R. D’ 
Inzeo, Italy), Uruguay (P. D’Inzeo, Italy), 
and Brando (L. Cartasegna, Italy). The 
first four had 4 faults each in the bar 
rage, and then Brando, flicking his tail

like a helicopter, did one of the best 
rounds I have seen him achieve to bring 
the cup back to Italy for the first time 
since Colonel Bettoni won it with Adi 
grat in 1939. 

The British team for the nations cup 
consisted of Alan Oliver on Galway Boy, 
Dawn Palethorpe on Earlsrath Rambler, 
Pat Smythe on Flanagan, and W. H 
White on Nizefella. The Italians had 
Colonel Cartasegna on Brando, Captain 
S. Oppes on Pagoro, Lieut. R. D’Inzeo 
on Merano, and Captain P. D’Inzeo on 
Uruguay. This course was altogether 
more interesting and formidable than 
the individual one, more classically cor 
rect, too, I think, than the one at Aach 
en. Its main defect was an insufficiency 
of spread jumps, but it made an inter 
esting pattern; the last sequence of 
three jumps — water, post and rails, and 
triple bar was of great technical interest 


Britain led off with 8 faults from an 
obviously tired Galway Boy (why he 
was selected is still a mystery). Brando 
had 4 faults for Italy — not showing 
anything like his King George V Cup 
form. A clear round was somehow to be 
expected from the Rambler and he gave 
it us, though not with the perfect ease 
and confidence which he showed at 
Aachen. Pagoro — at his best — retali 
ated with a clear round for Italy. Flan 
agan whose first year of big jumping 
this is and who, in my opinion, is not 
absolutely ready for a contest of this 
nature — was uncomfortable and had 8 
faults. Merano lost momentum at the 
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water and had 4 unnecessary faults 
Nizefella and Wilf White, the heroes of 
so many victories over the last seven 
years, were not the firm combination of 
yore, and had 4 faults. So our best three 
rounds totaled 12. Uruguay did one of 
the best rounds of the whole show, and 


Italy led at half time with 4. Coming 
out again, Galway Boy had another 8 


faults, which Brando, somewhat out of 
control, capped with 12. The Rambler 
had 4, but Pagoro consolidated the Ital 
ian lead with another clear round, be 
coming the only horse to do so. Pat 
Smythe rode Flanagan as one inspired 
for a clear round, and we still had a 
faint chance, to be dispelled, however, 
by a lovely effort from Merano and 8 
faults from Nizefella. Uruguay lost 4 
faults, and Italy’s two rounds totaled 8 
against our 24 So that cup also went to 
Italy, after being in British hands since 
1949. 


On Friday Dawn Palethorpe brought 
off with her second horse, Holywell Sur 
prise, her best riding performance of 
the show in the White City Stadium 
Cup, a take-your-own-line speed compe 
tition. She not only selected the best 
“line” but rode it with a brilliancy rem- 
iniscent of Llewellyn, d’Oriola, and Pat 
Smythe at their very best. Her time of 
66 seconds beat Oppes and Somalo (Italy) 
by one full second. The Puissance com 
petition should not become interesting 
until the barrage. For that, with the fine 
red wall at 6ft. lin., we had in Liffey 
Vale (Ringrose, Eire), The Quiet Man 
(R. D’Inzeo, Italy), Red Admiral (Oliver, 
G. B.), and Uruguay (P. D'Inzeo, Italy). 
The first two failed; the wall went up to 
6ft. 6ins.; and once again Alan Oliver 
and Red Admiral found themselves 
fighting for top honours against another

Man and Merano and the virtuosity of 
Pat Smythe who truly drove Prince Hal

So ended another memorable White 
City show, which sould have given se- 
lectors everywhere plenty of food for 
thought certainly the British. We 
have relied too much on the old guard 
of 1952, propaganda always hinting that 
they will come out in force, regardless 
of the years, to retain the Olympic gold 
medal at Stockholm next year. This sea- 
son should have dispelled all that wish- 
ful thinking. Llewellyn was at White 
City and he jumped a few times with 
Aherlow and a novice, Lion, without 
conspicuous success; Foxhunter was en- 
tered for the competitions but did not 
appear. White and Nizefella appear in- 
destructible, but the years roll on and 
showed their effect in the big competi- 
tions. Peter Robeson is still the best 
show-jump rider in Britain, but neither 
Craven A nor The Monarch are reliable 
enough for an Olympic nations cup. Pat 
Smythe is going strong; Tosca and Prince 
Hal may be said to be out of the run- 
ning, but Flanagan, if he is nursed and 
not over-jumped from now on, is al- 
most an Olympic certainty; the same 
applies to Dawn Palethorpe and Earls 
rath Rambler. But we must face the 
fact that we have been well beaten by 
Italy, who in their turn were well beat- 
en by Germany at Aachen 

‘he doings of the U. S. team always 
seemed to be obscured by the British 
and Italians. Their horses were raw and 
never appeared to be fully en rapport 


with their riders. However, H. Wiley 
made several good showings, specially 


with Nautical; he has the right style and 
ought to do well. Russell was not the 
rider he was four years ago; but he was 
contending with inferior horses, both 
at Aachen and here. McCashin and Stein 
kraus are seasoned performers, but they 
too need the mounts. 

The Italians pleased everybody by 
their stylish performances, but on care 
ful analysis of them it seems that they 
were in a process of trasition. They 
showed none of the verve and dash of 
a year or two ago, but rode with extreme 
quietness, even slowness, so slow indeed 
that they frequently threw away faults 
by losing momentum at the crucial mo 
ment of the take off. Far from this be 
ing, as some have said, a vindication of 
the Caprilli system, it appeared to me 
to be an interesting attempt to adapt the 
present German methods of Thiede 
mann in particular to that system. 
What it lacked was the training in col 
lection which was such a feature of the 
German riding at White City last year 
and, as I saw recently, at Aachen. The 
result at White City was very pleasing 
to watch; the horses went with an ease 
and kindliness, with a flowing, rounded 
style, which are mostly absent from 
British performances; but they were apt 
to fail for lack of a final push. This 
style was incipient at Aachen but much 
more pronounced here

Remember: While available paths are 
decreasing, the popularity of riding is 
increasing. Anything you can do to help 
the sport will help you. 

Always walk your horse for the first 
five minutes. Do not canter on rocky 
paths, down hill or up steep grades. 
Walk your horse back for the last ten 
minutes (longer on hot, sticky days.) 
Start a canter from a walk, not a trot, 
otherwise, your horse may not be fully 
controllable. Vary your pace with a 
walk, followed by a trot, then a canter.

Keep to the right, single file. Be alert 
for traffic both ways, especially if the 
sun is behind you and is in the eyes of 
oncoming drivers.

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THE HORSE IN ACTION by 
Henry Wynmalen in cooperation

The Horse in Action is a careful study 
of what the horse actually does while 
moving at his various gaits, how he ac 
complishes the transition from one gait 
to another, and how a horse’s movements 
may be interfered with so that his gaits 
are no longer “pure’’. Why should this 
be a subject of interest to the average 
horseman? If by average horseman we 
mean a rider who is only interested in 
being transported through the country 
with a minimum of mental effort on his 
own part, who rides “for fun” with no 
ambition to become a real horseman, the 
answer clearly is that the subject is of 
no interest. After all up to a very few 
vears ago even the best riders had little 
or no knowledge and indeed some com- 
pletely incorrect ideas on the subject 
of gaits. Witness the horses pictured in 
the sporting prints of a century or more 
ago and notably horses pictured at a 
gallop. And I believe that the great 
majority of today’s riders have at best 
only a very elementary knowledge of 
gaits. Can you, my reader, tell me how 
a horse moves his feet when he backs? 


But fortunately most of us wish to be 
horsemen and not merely riders And 
the minute one seeks to improve his 
horsemanship. it obviously becomes of 
great value to know exactly how a horse 
moves. Our Dressage experts carry this 
knowledge to the point where they can at 
111 times feel under them the separate 
movement of each foot. Perhaps most of 
us cannot attain such a highly developed 
sense or feeling. But we can go a long 
way. To take the simplest of gaits, the 
trot surely no rider should find any 
difficulty in learning to feel each diag- 
onal pair of legs finish a stride by 
striking the ground and then the start 
of the new stride. Now if we are making 
the simple transition from trot to can- 
ter, how helpful to know just how the 
horse accomplishes this change. And if 
the rider knows how it is accomplished 
and can feel his horse under him, then 
the next very simple step is to learn to

apply the aids at the exact point when it 
is most easy for the horse to take his 
canter departure on the desired lead. 

A new book by Henry Wynmalen is, to 
anyone who knows his writing, a treat 
eagerly to be looked forward to. His 
clear, lucid prose combined with his 
simple scientific approach to his sub 
ject make for pleasant easy reading 
This time the text is relatively brief be 
cause the author relies upon the draw 
ings of his collaborator, the well known 
artist Michael Lyne to supplement and 
to illustrate the explanations. 


Mr. Wynmalen points out in his intro 
duction that our present day knowledge 
of the horse’s movements is based pri 
marily on high speed photography. But, 
he says, conclusions based on a direct 
study of photographs can be and often 
have been incredibly inaccurate especial 
ly when the observer did not have suffi 
cient knowledge and experience to iden 
tify true and correct action as distin 
guished from irregular, impure or faulty 
action which is all too common. Mr. 
Wynmalen’s approach has been there 
fore to take the information and the 
conclusions based on a study of photo 
graphs and to pass this on to his readers 
through the medium of Mr. Lyne’s ex- 
cellent pen drawings which make each 
phase of the movement easy to see and 
identify. And through the same medium 
Mr. Wynmalen is able to bring out very 
clearly those deviations from correct 
movement which make a particular gait 
impure. For the person interested pri- 
marily in schooling this study of impuri- 
ties of gait and their almost invariably 
man-made causes is perhaps the most 
important portion of the book. 

To those of us who assume the role of 
reviewers (and hence critics) no book 
can be quite perfect, and The Horse in 
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Action is no exception. For while ad- 
miring the excellence of Mr. Lyne’s 
illustrations and the clarity with which 
they convey the author’s message, I can- 
not but wish that Mr. Wynmalen had 
supplemented the illustrations with at 
least a moderate number of photographs 
corresponding of course with the various 
phases shown in the illustrations. Also, 
in. illustrating the Piaffe which has been 
most accurately described in the text, 
two of Mr. Lyne’s illustrations give the 
impression of three feet on or touching 
the ground at one time. But these are 
the criticisms of a perfectionist. The 
book is a most valuable one and well 
worth the attention of any serious stu- 
dent of riding or schooling. — WSF.

I know that can’t be so 
with those poor guys who’ve got to knock 
off a couple pounds a day and can’t eat.” 

Sammy also rates high in the brains 
department with owners and trainers 
For one thing, the reason he didn’t start 
riding until he was 21 was because he in- 
sisted on finishing high school 

In race riding, the jockey who gets 
those extra winners is the one that can 
think fast enough to keep his horse out 
of trouble. Boulmetis also studies his 
horses and knows as well what not to 
ask of them as what to expect them to 
do 

Married, and the father of two lovely 
daughters, Sammy, who started out to be 
a printer, is also showing horse sense 
about his success. He and his family live 
on their 100-acre farm near Marlton, N. 
J. which he hopes to have on a paying 
basis with cattle and horses by the time 
he quits race riding.

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Flood Halts Pole Ju Counecticut

The flood waters are gone from the 

nce-pretty fields of the Farmington 
Valley (Conn.) Polo Club now but the 
devastation they left in their wake prob- 
ably never will be erased. 

Gone are the long, low Virginia-type 
stables. The bleachers lie in splintered 
masses of kindling, crushed against the 
manager’s cottage and the end of what 
had been the stable row. The announc- 
er’s booth, upturned and crumpled, is 
sprawled across the center of the main 
field. The scoreboard is gone. Beyond, 
the newly-built ring of the Farmington 
Horse Show Association is ripped, warp- 
ed and filled with gullies. 

The clubhouse stills stands, its white 
sides stained with muck and flood-born 
filth, but the big porch where the ladies 
used to gather and watch the ponies 
being cooled while the players showered 
in the locker rooms below, is now a de- 
tached crazy pile of lumber tipped off 
into the destroyed stable row to the 
left. The tack room stands — inside 
utter confusion. Saddles, bridles, polo 
mallets lie buried in feet of river muck. 
Stoves, cleaning benches, desks and 
trunks, pounded apart in the storm, 
block doors and windows. 

Needless to say there will be no more 
polo at Farmington this season. What 
the future holds is uncertain but club 
officials doubt if operations will be re- 
sumed there ever — certainly in view of 
the state-wide havoc which has been 
wrought it will be months, if not years, 
before any possible reconstruction can 
be attempted. 

The 30-odd horses and ponies in the 
barns when the waters came were saved. 


Alone, except for his infirm 80-year-old 
mother, club manager Clarence Ambler 
fought back and forth through waist 


deep water to get them out. The last of 
them swam to high ground with Ambler, 
mounted on the bare back of Lucy, little 
bay utility pony, urging them on. 

Ambler doesn’t remember now just 
when it was in the course of that hectic 
morning Aug. 19 that he carried his 
mother from their cottage to the safety 
of a neighboring home, but in the end 
he sat exhaustedly on the road above the 
clubhouse and watched Farmington’s 
polo world come to an end. 

Marks show the waters were more 
than 20 feet deep over the entire lay- 
out. The marks are four feet above the 
floor of Ambler’s second-story bedroom 
in the cottage. They went over the roofs 
of the stables. At peak flood stage, the 
usually-tranquil Farmington River was 
an angry swirling lake three miles across 
at the club’s site. 

Up the road near the old polo field of 
The Avon Old Farms School, farmer 
Dick Marritt, a long-time friend of the 
club, did what he could to help. Though 
most of his giant herd of dairy cattle 
were gone, though three big work horses 
and his own saddle mare had vanished 
with the water, Merritt guided the loose 
Farmington strings as they came up 
through the water to a high, barren 
knoll which was to be their refuge until 
four days later when Frank Butter- 
worth’s crew got through from Mt. Car- 
mel 35 miles distant to take them away. 

Considering the toll taken of horses 
and cattle in the club’s area, the work 
of Ambler and the assistance of Merritt 
was even more remarkable. Except for 
hunger and thirst the club’s animals 
came through unmarked. 

The impact of this flood goes beyond 


the immediate Farmington polo picture 
apparently. It may spell the end of Yale 
polo too, for the Yale Polo Association 
has a working agreement with Farming- 
ton — Yale’s ponies play at Farmington 
in the outdoor season, Farmington’s are 
used in the indoor Yale ring. And But- 
terworth, who is president of the Yale 
group as well as a key man in the Farm- 
ington picture, fears the financial cost 
of maintaining the Yale string over the 
eight-month period when Yale is closed 
would be beyond the Yale group’s 
means. 

There is some talk of a polo arena to 
be erected at Butterworth’s home farm 
in Mt. Carmel, but that is far from a 
settled plan although preliminary steps 
had been taken six months ago. And 
several of the New Haven-area players 
have discussed the possibility of a mod- 
est field being built there. 

But at the moment very little can be 
done. The ponies have been dispersed— 
six at Avon, four in Southbury, the rest 
in Mt. Carmel No practice is possible. 
The Farmington team has a tentative 
date in Pittsfield (Mass.) on Sept. 3 and 
Butterworth and Al Marenholz probably 
will play in games at Blind Brook and on 
Long Island during the Fall. The sched- 
uled inter-circuit tournament at Farm- 
ington, of course, must go to a different 
club now. 

The two big polo fields at Farmington 
themselves were not hurt apparently. 
They are covered with muck and filth 
up to six inches in some places. The 
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horse show ring seemed, from a dis- 
tance, salvagable. 

A meeting of the club’s directors will 
be held soon. But it is doubtful that any- 
thing except a clean-up of the tack will 
be attempted this season. Ant it is cer- 
tain that state and town authorities will 
block any effort to resume play there 
before 1956 -— all efforts must be to- 
ward restoration of homes, highways 
and businesses in the region first. 

So, after a period dating back to 1930 
— the year the club was constructed — 
the end has come, and with it the last 
active polo in Connecticut aside from 
the indoor Yale —— ceases.

lough Maiden Plate on August 9th. at 
Gowran Park Racecourse, Ireland, when 
Dublin-born apprentice jockey Peadar 
Mathews actually passed the winning- 
post UPSIDE DOWN! 

The young boy was riding Paul’s Cross 
in a terrific finish with Moussec, ridden 
by P. Powell, and was an apparent win- 
ner with only 50 yards to go when he 
suddenly collapsed and fell out of the 
saddle 

His head bumped off the ground a 
number of times before his horse passed 
the post and the rider fell free, beaten 
only by a length. 

He was taken at once to the ambulance 
room and was found to be suffering 
from concussion, and was later removed 
to the Drogheda Memorial Hospital at 
the Curragh, County Kildare, where he 
has been ordered absolute rest and 
quiet. He was to have ridden Banri 
Croga at Navan on August 10 for the 
President of Ireland 

In spite of the astonishing finish, he 
was awarded 2nd. place by the judge, 
Mr. Fleming, as the Rules of Racing 
make provision for a jockey who is un- 
able to weigh-in owing to illness and 
there was no doubt about Paul’s Cross 
being second in one of the most extra- 
ordinary finishes in racing history

“ON BARE FEET” 

The flood almost put hundreds of 
Connecticut horses on bare feet. 

In Seymour, the waters of the raging 
Naugatuck River swept the home shop 
of blacksmiths Joe and Johnny Kriz into 
oblivion. 

The Kriz boys cover most of the cen- 
tral and southern section of the state, 
extending their activities into eastern 
New York state and the Berkshire Hills 
of Massachusetts. The brothers, who 
tacked on shoes at Fort Riley during the 
war and later extended their skills to 
Emperor Hirohito’s famed white stal- 
lion in Japan, run their trucks hundreds 
of miles a day. Had they been put out 
of business it might have meant that a 
serious crimp in horse shows, hunting, 
and trail riding in the area would have 
resulted. Connecticut farmers, now rea- 
dying for the annual Fall fairs and 
horse-drawing competitions, also would 
have been hard hit. 

But the boys bounced back though 
their town was one of the worst hit in 
the state.

IRELAND’S CIVILIAN TEAM 

Stockholm was the main subject of 
discussion at the meeting of the Ama 
teur Olympic Riding Committee of Ire 
land, held during Dublin Horse Show 
week in the Show’s Committee Rooms 

For the first time at an Olympic 
Games, it is hoped to field two equestri 
an teams; a civilian team for the “Three- 
Day-Event” and an Army Team for the 
Prix des Nations. 

The Army Team’s finances of course 
come out of State Funds, but the civilian 
finances come from voluntary subscrip 
tions. The latter show a credit balance 
of £180 at present, but since at least 
£2,500 will be required there is plenty 
of hard work ahead. However, if the 
civilian committee collects a fair share 
of this, which they will, the Government 
will probably give a grant, as they did 
previously.

DION K. KERR, SR. 

Dion K. Kerr, Sr., died August 26, at 
Rockville, Md., after a lingering illness. 
He was 72. 

Mr. Kerr had been identified with 
Thoroughbred horses and racing for 
more than a half century. Washington 
born he lived most of his life in the 
Northern Virginia hunt country section. 

He was a son of a Washington surgeon, 
and in his youth was a gentleman stee- 
plechase jockey at Belmont Park, Ben 
ning, Woodbine and other organized 
tracks as well as at the hunt meetings. 

Mr. Kerr bred, owned and _ trained 
Thoroughbreds both for steeplechasing 
and flat racing, and at one time owned a 
public stable. Among others, he trained 
tor John Hay Whitney, D. C. Sands, Mrs. 
James Curtis, George Garrett and John
